Amend the Law relating to the granting of Licences for the a.d. 1877. 
sale of Beer, Ale, and Porter in Ireland. 

T>E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
J-f -with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

B 1 . TMs Act may be cited for all pm-poses as “ Tlie Beer Licences sioaiw., 
Regulation (Ireland) Act, 1877.” “BeerLicDnees 

Regulatioa 

2. From and after the first day of July one thonsaiid eight 
huiKlred and seventy-seven, it shall not be lawful for any officer of 

excise in Ireland to grant a licence or transfer of a licence for the renewals’ for 
10 sale of beer, ale, or porter to be drunk or consumed elsewhere than 
on the premises where sold, or to grant a renewal of any such 
license as aforesaid to any person whomsoeveiS in respect of pre- 
mises, unless the same, with premises belonging thereto and occupied 
therendth, if any, shall be rated for the relief of the poor for a less 
15 sum of ten pounds or upwards, or for any premises situate in any 
city, borough, to^vn, or place containing a population exceeding ten 
thousand, according to the then last parliamentary census, unless 
such premises, with the premises belonging thereto and occupied at so/, 
therewith, if any, shall be rated for the relief of the poor in a sum 
20 of twenty pounds or upwards. 

3. Irom and after the passing of this Act, the several provisions clause a. 

of the eleventh section of the Beerhouses (Ireland) Act, 1864, shall & 

be and the same arc hereby extended so as to apply to any person 
licensed to sell beer by wholesale to be consumed off the premises 
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A.D. 1877. where sold, wlio shall keep Ms house or premises open for the sale 
of beer between the hours of seven o’clock in the morning and 
seven o’clock in the evening.
